IVIay Be Raised at 
Carleton College 

Ottawa, Ont., — (CUP) — Acad- 
emic standards at Carleton College 
will be raised considerably., ifrre- 
cent decisions made by the Com 
mittcc on Curriculum are carried 
out. 

Three recommendations have 
bnce made. First, that something 
should be done to co-ordinate the 
pass courses, to ensure that Xhi 
student makes a wise choice of 
subjects, and to encourage co-op' 
cration between departments.' 
, Second, to introduce a compre- 
hensive system by which students 
would write probably three c.xams 
for live courses, a system whicii 
would be made possible by the cor- 
relation of courses noted above. 

The third j-ecommendation is for 
a limited tutorial system, à re- 
turn in some degree to the meth- 
ods used in English universities. 
The system would, of course, ne- 
cessitate an increase in the facul- 
ty- 

The changes arc an attempt to 
provide a more liberal education, 
and to gel away from the "packag- 
ed education" offered in Amcrlc.in 
universities.

Convinced Christians and con- 
vinced Communists arc the two 
diffçrent.^^^typcs of witnesses in 
China today!'. "This was told' to the 
14th annual inter Varsity rally by 
David Adeney, staff member for 
the IVCF in Fairmount, St. Giles 
Church on Saturday night. 

Under Communism today in 
China you can scwc a definite 
struggle going on said Mr. Adeney 
who just reVirncd from China six 
months ago. Universities arc the 
first targets to be attacked by tho 
Communist."; to advance their 
idea.'. One university he said had 
all lectures cancelled for' five 
weeks while only Communist in- 
doctrination was given. 

Christians who have withstood 
the propaganda of the Commun- 
ists, he said, are those Christians 
who are really convinced of the 
faith they believe. The Christian 
Witness In China today is strong- 
er in some colleges than it was a 
year ago due to a definite convic- 
tion of their belief in the face of 
strong opposition. Although Chris- 
tians have been forbidden to 
meet or to 'go to church, a witness 
is still maintained and some camps 
have even had Missions, similar to 
the one at McGill. 

•The greatest danger to Chris- 
tiiinity, howrvcr," "said Mr. Aden- 
ey. is not Communism itself but 
lack of unil>v. in the Christian 
groups. . ' ,

After the deputy' foreign minis- 
ters of the Big Four powers met 
for the first session of a new con- 
fcicncc in Paris yesterday, a 
French spokesman slated . that he 
believed a suitable agenda for the 
conference could be worked out. 
Old differences of opinion, how- 
ever, were apparent in rival agen- 
das presented by Andrei Gromy- 
ko of U.S.S.R. and Ernest Davics 
of the U.K. 

Russia's slate called for halt- 
ing of rearmament in Western 
Germany, withdrawal of occupa- 
tion forces, and reduction of 
armed forces of the four powers. 
The Western nations present' 
proposed to , discuss "the causes 
of International tetuion In Eur* 
ope," then to take up the matter 
of an Austrian peace treaty. 
Neither side planned for discus- 
sion' of the Korean war or other 
Asian problems and conflicts.

Alberta NFCUS 
Hits Extra Charges 
On Text-books 

NFCUS sub-committee at the Un- 
iversity of Alberta recently issued 
its repart on the excessive cost of 
text-books m Canada./' The report 
hits at the high commissions of 
book agents . and excessive taxes 
and other charges which make text- 
books so expensive to the student. 
mi*wâs*'f ound • th'at-'a 'book which 
retails fpr $4.00 in the U.S. may sell 
for as high as $7.20 in Edmonton. 
This increase in price was broken 
down by the committee Into several 
items which included many costs 
which the NFCUS body felt to be 
out of line. 

The publisher in the US gives a 
discount of 20 per cent, which re- 
duces the' price of the book to 
$3.20. 

Freight to Edmonton would be 
about 32 cents, increasing the price 
of the book to $3.52. Tlie bookstore 
here makes 12 per cent gross prof- 
it. The agent for the bookseller in 
Eastern Canada gcU anywher.; 
from 24 per cent to 23 per cent 
profit, say SO per cent average.

ensuring the continuance of stable and well 
balanced governing of student affairs. 

Undoubtedly this is |)art of the answer. No 
one wishes to .«ec the continuance of certain 
small 'Cliques' in stiidcnl ' gnveraniM^ but 
there is wc Ihink n certain rcsponVibility of 
the retiring executive lo see that a truly rep- 
resentative and rc.«ponsible executive take its 
place. But the major part of the answer to 
the situation of acclamations lies in that old 
worn out phrase 'apathy'. Three unsuccessful 
attempts to achieve quorums at Students' So- 
ciety meelin]gs during the past year is evidence 
of the same apathy. We often think if mure 
students would^rcalize: the ;.treniendous prac- 
tical experience'' to be had even in^ stiidcnt o f- 
ficcs, experience that is- invaluable in almost 
every field, there would he fewer if any ac- 
clamations, 

However the list of candidates has now 
been decided. There is only one course now, 
and that is to choose the most able male.can- 
didales and make sure they get in by ii.sing 
our vote. MeGill students arc in the forefront 
in passing motions against the padlock Inw or 
censorship. laws. They take a most active in- 
terest even in jjiovincial politics. We hope a 
siitiilar interest will reveal itself in the clec- 
.lions of the Students', Society tomorrow*. L.E.

"Two Came Back" might be the title to this, for 
our group ot Osier Volunteers sent two ot us to a 
club In East L6ndon. An Artsmiin from Bishop's, 
and a Commerce man from McGlll dug Into this 
East-End club for the summer. 

As our first two days at the club were taken 
up iceing the boys play three cricket matches, we 
got to know the game well. Softball was taken up 
by the gang, iind within a fevy days they were really ~ 
liitting the homers. In the excitement of the gamé 
you'd hear, cries of "Well Bowled," and "Wicket 
Keeper," as in cricket. They like the new game 
a lot. ; 

Our club was like home to (he jvuth there. 
Teen-a'gers, boys and girls, and the youngér crowd, 
were all members. If you have a Rumpus-Room 
At home, you'll get the idea— for the club was 
likt one Rumpus room on a grand scale. The teen- 
àgk girls do everything from dancing and art- 
work to ping-pong and swimming. The boys go in 
for boxing, cricket in sununer, football (soccer to 
jrgjj^iJoeli^n .winter. Thé junior boys (aged 16) won 
«'Ëondon Club Football Championship lah year. 
The club members got together and cleared a 
large bombslte, moving out the rubble, and making 
a "Cycle Speedway." Bicycle races on a track are 
a l^opular organized sport. The Government requi- 
aitiôned this site now for government buildings, 
to as a result all their work is lost. 

The Cookneys sure are a hard p6ople to get 
to know, but oiice you have broken the ice, you aré 
friinds Ur life. The Cockney fèllôws like, to do 
things as a group, and If one or two^of them want 
to do sométhing, they'll only do It if the rest will 
follow. 

Summer saw a minor disaster for the club mem- 
bers, for it closed for six weeks "holiday." One of 
the&e wéekf, the girls of the club went to camp 



on the Isle of Wight— oft the south coast of Eng- 
land, while w» went with the boys to a seaside 
eamp'near Dover. 

It was a "smashing" camp. Five minutes away 
was the salt. water. Beautiful rolling countryside 
with big farms surrounded the campsite. 

The sun shone steadily, and reflectèd the white 
cliffs of the French coast— from, where German 
gun emplacements poured shells into Dover during 
the war. Last year, oné thousand lorry-loads ot 
barbed wire wçre clèared away from our camp- 
site, and only after this, could it be used again as 
a summer camp. 

War is felt by. all the folka, each family's sons 
has two years taken out ot his lite for tiatlonal army 
service — from the ages of IB to 20. It is 'hard on 
the boys there, who leave school at fifteen, hang 
around some kind of a job tor two years, then off 
to the army, returning tn civilian lite again at 20. 

,The t>oys lucky enough to be at college must 
give each of their summers to military training. 
During the pre-war years many college students 
'.^devoted part of their summer to helping out the 
leas fortunate y.ounger crowd. They acteil as leaders, 
and served In other roles too, at camps. Or clubs 
in the east-end of London. Now,' due to con- 
scription, the supply ot these young leaders has 
been cut off; the 'need and opportunity ot service 
Is growing fast. That is one reason why the Osier 
Volunteers are going over from Canada. "Tubby" 
Clayton, the founder-padre ot Toe H, had the Idea 
of letting Canadian university students know that 
this work could be done by them. You should re- 
member this in making plans for next sununer. The 
need exista, and you havé a golden opportunity to 
do something about it 

Cockney kids will give you a hand too. One 
week in the club saw the teen-aiers pitching in to 
paint up the place — they gladly gave of their time- 
off from work towards digging right in to help. 

All races and creeds are in our world, and are 
in the Osier Volunteers. One Ôsler, formerly ot 
McGUl, was an ardent member of Hlllel, another 
—a girl from MeGill— was forriierly a student at 
Marionapolls. Other Volunteers eame from a few 
of the smaller Canadian universities— Varsity, 
Bishop's, Trinity College, and Alberta. 

You will learn lo say "cheerio blokes;" next 
summer, in company with your teiiow Osier Vol- 
unteers, from univerjities across Canada, as you 
serve In Eaat London this coming , summer.

Rugby May Return 
To U. of Alberta 
If Students Willing 

Edmonton, Alti. — (CUP) — The 
Univeriity of Alberta will make a 
definite attempt to return to (oot- 
iiall on a self-eupporting basis this 
yesr. This wa5 the decision made 
at a recent meeting between the 
chairman of the University Athle- 
tics Board and the Students' Coun- 
cil, 

With a,promi5e from Council that 
they will undertake prornotion and 
ticket and other administrative de- 
tails involved in making football a 
success, it was decided to hold a 
referendum asking itudenU it they 
are in favor of the return of the 
grid game, witii no compulsory sea- 
son ticket involved, > . / 

The decision came^fter^Cpuncil 
had originally 'recommended that 
football should be returned on a 
self-supporting pre-war ba^ls, then 
the UAB had countered with a pro- 
posal for inxtltutlng a compulsory 
$2.00 season ticket fee. in order to 
be sure of having sufficient finan- 
cial support before gambling on re- 
turning the game. 

Although negotiationg are to get 
under way immediately, it may not 
be possible to line up a suitable 
schedule. Saskatchewan is inter- 
ested In returning to football com- 
petition, but have not definitely in- 
dicated that the.v will. Equipment 
may be in short supply due to the 
international .situation.
